ONE UNDER AUTO 


Other Is Crushed to Death 
by Seavenger Wagon; 
Drivers Arrested. . 


An unidentified boy, believed to have 
been Michael A. Stefanson, 18 years old, 
of 713 Boston avenue, was fatally injured 
late yesterday when a bicycle he was 
riding west on Jackson boulevard near 
South Sangamon street was struck by an 
automobile owned and driven by Law- 
rence Owens, 4128 Jackson boulevard.
